qawi, whether real or fictitious, is a 
major step in gaining positive public 
opinion in what has been a bloody 
quagmire for the U.S. in Iraq.

It is of paramount importance to 
acknowledge and examine the polit- 
ical motives ofany government, 
rather than just to take blind satisfac- 
tion in the news it provides.

Pannu’s last mile 


NDP’s best-known face recalls a long run 


HES ONE OF A FEW NORTH AMERICAN 
politicians who can get away with 
speaking with a clenched fist. It hap- 
pens when he argues against health 
care privatization, rising tuition, or 
the sorry state of long-term care. Jaw 
thrust forward, and microphone in 
hand, Dr. Raj Pannu bends his left 
arm slightly upwards and clenches 
his fingers in a tight ball. 

It's not the fist of revolution thrust 
in the air, or a hand gripped by 
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anger. It’s just a side effect of his con- 
viction. His constituents appreciate 
the principled populism, and have 
returned him to the Legislature for 
three consecutive terms because of it. 
But last week Pannu announced that 
this term was his last. Few were sur- 


He is 73, and although his convic- 
tion is as strong as ever, that fist has 
loosened. At a town hall meeting 
during the latest installment of the 
Conservatives’ health care privati- 
zation putsch last spring, he 

respectfully’ cut a 10 pm inter- 
view short due to fatigue. 
“Can I talk to you tomor- 
row? It’s been a long day,” he 
asked sheepishly. 


COMING OF AGE 
Pannu began his political 
apprenticeship in the mid- 
“80s as a U of A professor 
spurred to speak out against 
the popularity of Thatcher 
and Reagan’s “small govern- 
ment” ideology. When 
Ralph Klein began his agen- 
da of privatization and deep 
cuts to social programs in 
1992, Reagan/Thatcher ide- 
ologies finally arrived in 
Alberta. The cuts and 
corporate mentality 
eventually swept 
then-Professor 
Pannu’s 
home at 
the univer- 
sity.

lusioned, he took an early retire- 
ment, hoping for a break from 12 
years of advocacy. That same sum- 
mer, he was approached by the NDP 
to become a candidate in Edmonton- 
Strathcona. His first answer was 


: “no.” 


“They worked on me for the next 
month and a half,” Pannu recalls. 
Finally, at a Thanksgiving dinner, 
Pannu caved in to pressure from his 
own family, including a particularly 
persistent nephew. 

“The rest is history... It’s been 
quite an odyssey and I wouldn’t 
have given it up foranything else,” 
he says. 

After winning his first election in 
1997 by only 58 votes, Pannu went 
on to lead the party for four and a 
half years, helping to grow its mem- 
bership ranks and financial support. 

He counts the first successful bat- 
tle against health care privatization 
in 2001 as a highlight of his career, 
but gives equal weight to moments 
when colleagues took the spotlight. 

Former leader Pam Barrett's 1998 
fight to ensure compensation for the 
victims of sterilization ranks 
amongst them. Shortly after the vic- 
tims had successfully appealed to 
the Supreme Court for financial 
compensation, the Conservatives 
had prepared a motion to introduc- 
ing legislation capping their claims. 

“Pam and I got wind of this. The 
session started at 1:30 and minutes 
before she got a copy of the bill. 
When the time came for her ques- 
tion, she stood up and absolutely 
blasted them, attacked them with 
such anger and such passion the bill 
was withdrawn the next morning,” 
he says. 

“People say, there’s only two of 
you there, but there are moments 
when you can accomplish great 
things with a few people.” 

Other highlights include the pub-

lic support earned for the province- 
wide teachers strike in 2002, and an 
Edmonton rally against the Iraq 
invasion that drew 15,000 Albertans 
to the Legislature grounds. 

Speaking at the anti-war rally 
reminded Pannu of the power and 
responsibility inherent to the posi- 
tion of an elected official, no matter 
how small the party. 


POPULIST OF THE LEFT 

“1 like to appeal to—what they 
call in Latin America—‘the popular 
classes.’ The people we want to 
reach and touch, they constitute a 
much broader sense of the popula- 
tion than we on the left have tradi- 
tionally believed,” he says. “I do 
believe you can cut across those 
party lines, class lines, lines of visible 
ethnicity and gender, and appeal to 
people by saying there are certain 
things in the public sphere we need 
to stand for.” 

Of course, that approach requires 
energy, and even Pannu admits that 
the late evening sessions favoured 
by the governing party, combined 
with a pro-public health care cam- 
paign that started last summer, has 
exposed him to his own physical 
limitations. 

“When you get into politics 
because you want to change things 
for the better, not just to get in 
power, you get so involved you for- 
get you need to take a rest,” he says. 

“The debate on the Third Way, 
the campaign began in the summer 
of 2005. It was a steady run all the 
way up to and through the last ses- 
sion,” he explains when asked about 
the interview he was too tired to 
complete. “That town hall meeting, 
it was like a marathoner trying to 
cross the finish line.” 

Although the political veteran is 
hanging up his cleats, his spirit is 
strong, and he’s satisfied his run was 
a good one. “It’s been a great time. 
The honour of being there when I 
was needed was itself a gift I can 
never forget.”

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ALL EYES ARE ON CHIEF BOYD 
Responding to accusations of police misconduct 


Nothing new in EPS take-down 
tactics, lawyer charges 


EDMONTON POLICE CHIEF MICHAEL 
Boyd is defending the “zero-toler- 
ance” strategy employed during the 
NHL playoffs, but an Edmonton 
lawyer says the cops clearly went 
too far and ignored earlier warnings 
by the Law Enforcement Review 
Board. 

A series of Edmonton Journal pho- 
tos displayed one particularly dis- 
turbing scene. A woman arrested on 
Whyte Ave. turned towards a police 
officer, with her hands already 
bound. A few high-speed frames 
later, she is seen being tossed face 
first to the asphalt by the same offi- 
cer. The final frames show her 
bloodied face. 

On Monday, Boyd encouraged 
the public not to read police wrong- 
doing into the photos until an inter- 
nal investigation has been complet- 
ed. Lawyer Tom Engel has seen 
enough to be concerned. 

“What you saw in the Journal is 
commonplace,” Engel said. “This 
has been a procedure that the Law 
Enforcement Review Board said 
four or five years ago that it was 
very concerned about.” 

The board decision in September 
2001 dismissed a complaint of 
assault/ excessive force by two EPS 
Officers, but noted that “the ‘pron- 
ing’ of persons (especially those 
intoxicated) without notice” was a 





dangerous tactic. “Proning” as 
described by the Law Enforcemen 
Review Board, is acommon police 
tactic, and matches the police 
manoeuver seen in the Journal pho- 
tos Engel said. 

“The forcing of a person forward 
in a rapid movement that may occa 
sion blunt head contact with a hard 
or paved surface is a measure that 


ought to be employed only when 
absolutely necessary,” the board 
wrote. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel first told 
the Journal that he saw nothing in the 
photos that would cause him to say 
“oh my God.” 

He issued a clarification Monday, 
June 19 

“| betieve the photos provoke 
enough questions that they warrant 
investigation,” Mandel said in the 
written statement. 

“T also understand that the 
responsibility to investigate this mat- 
ter lies with our Police Chief and I 
was pleased to learn on Sunday that 
Chief Boyd immediately ordered an 
investigation into this matter.” 


Better support demanded for 
Edmonton refugees 


WORLD REFUGEE DAY PASSED BY ON 
Tuesday with little more than a 
lunch hour assembly of 30 people at 
the Stanley Milner Library. 

Jim Gurmett of the Edmonton 
Mennonite Centre for Newcomers is 
accustomed to the lack of attention. 
His agency is one of oniy three in 
Canada accredited to provide psy- 
chological services for refugee vic- 
tims of torture and trauma. 

“There is very little understanding 
of the mental health issues that affect 
refugees,” Gurnett said. “They are 
typically lumped in with victims of 
natural catastrophes. It’s very differ- 
ent for those coming from a conflict, 

people who arrive, having 
tived 16, 15, 20 years in a war zone.” 
~ The Centre for Survivors of Tor- 
ture and Trauma, which is hosted by 


the Mennonite Centre, is 100 per 
cent funded by the United Nations 
Funding has been requested from 
the provincial and federal govern- 
ment to no avail. 

Local refugees at the event 
explained the issues they faced upon 
arrival. 

Hugo De Burgos came from El 
Salvador after his mother was kid- 
napped by the National Guard dur- 
ing that country’s civil war in the 
1980s. 

Only 16 years old, he made his 
way to Canada through Mexico. Out 
of the war zone physically, memo- 
ries of conflict haunted him as he 
studied English and worked to get a 
diploma. 

“As soon as I started to read, 
images of war and my imprison-

Since the takedown photos were 
published Monday, more stories of 
overzealous police tactics on Whyte 
Avenue have been reported in the 
news, and privately to lawyers like 
Engel. They include accusations of

‘It’s interesting. The mayor was 
all concerned about having a black 
eye because of these [civilian] hooli- 
gans,” Engel said. “I think we may 
have a greater black eye because of 
the police hooligans.

FEMINISM, REDUX 

BETWEEN PRIDE WEEK AND FATHER’S DAY, 
two recently published articles detailing the 
situation of. women in the world of letters 
lead us to believe that we should unofficially 
consider June as “gender-awareness 
month.” 

Marilyn French is the author of The 
Women’s Room, andthe 1977 feminist 
novel is the best selling of its genre—ever. 
Marking the publication of In the Name of 
Friendship, a novel that many consider the 
companion piece to French’s 1977 classic, 
Sharon Krum of The Guardian Weekly took 
the liberty of asking the feminist icon whether 
sociely still needs a feminist revolution. 

Because we at re:reading spare you the 
reading, in short: the answer is yes. In the 
Name of Friendship has actually been 
in print since 2003, except U.S. publishers 
waited until the American’s latest novel 
had secured bestseller status elsewhere 
(namely, Holland) before taking the risk of 
publishing it. 

French attributes this remarkable delay to 
changes in the American publishing industry. 
“They have fired everyone over ‘a certain 
age,” she says to Krum. “I was told by one 
publisher—a woman whom | respect—that 
she adored my work. Then she told me to go 
off and write something more like Bridget 
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Jones’ Diary.”

Meanwhile, our own Canadian Bridget 
Jones (or, more aptly, our “homegrown” 
Carrie Bradshaw), Leah McLaren, is awash 
in the success of her first novel, The Continu- 
ity Girl, This just goes to show how palatable 
feminism is when it doesn’t challenge the sto- 
tus quo. 

American rights for the novel have been 
sold fo Wamer Five Spot and HarperCollins 
Canada has arranged for the Canadian 
rights of her next installment of chick-lit. 
Details of McLaren’s forthcoming contribution 
to literature have yet to be released. 

And just as McLaren writes for a daily 
newspaper, so has Catherine Ford. Ultimate- 
ly, there ends the comparison. Whereas 
Mclaren has comered the fluff market, Ford 
has jaw-dropping tales to tell from the news- 
rooms of the 1950s. 

Ford's essay in the latest issue of Alberta 
Views, “Breaching the Boy's Club,” details 
AO years of woulbg in press patriarchy, 
including her “click” moment. After’ politely 
pulling colleagues’ hands from down her 
shirts and under her skirts, accepting 
unequal pay for the same work, Ford’s 
Ieolng point is unimaginable to working 
women today. 

Or is it? Ford's central argument is that 
things have not substantially changed for 
women today. Given that the article is found 
in the latest issue of Alberta Views, the 
recently-turned-monthly periodical that is one 
of the finest this province offers, we'll just 
entreat you to go pick up a copy.

Adriatic Man finds a home 


In search of the perfect Italian pizza

WHO'S TO SAY HOW THESE THINGS 
happen? Maybe it was because I was 
sitting in the backyard enjoying the 
late day sun, sniffing moist air filled 
with the scent of flowers. 

Or maybe, just like my Italian bar- 
ber who has taken the month off to 
support his side, I had been watch- 
ing too much World Cup Soccer on 
TV. Whatever the reason, the end 
result was the same—Adriatic man 
Was once again rising inside me and 
peeing. for : laid back traditional 


r Pye zm Nona to get the kids 
ready while I dug around the closet 
my hippest black silk shirt and 
light trousers before we all piled into 
the car and headed for Tony’s Pizza. 
Tony Mazzotta, an Italian-Canadi- 
an, opened his first Tony’s restau- 
rant on Gunhill Road in the North 
Bronx back in 1966. He parlayed that 
triumph into two other successful 
< __ locations in New York, and eventu- 
__ally expanded his venture back to 
onton in 1974. Tony Sr. passed 
his traditional hand-tossed pizza 
‘making technique to his two sons 
Bibatveno a.ka Sal and Tony Jr.), who 
were g like cat and dog along 
the pass while we were being shown 
to our table. 

As much as Adriatic man is all 
about being laid back and calm, 
make no mistake—he’s also passion- 
ate. It seems the older of the two sib- 
lings who was calling the orders was 
unhappy about the quality of some 
of the dishes his younger brother 
was producing and subsequently 
asked for them to be re-done. Not in 
so many words mind you. 

“Mamma Mia! I'm workin’ with a 
buncha’ meatheads here! It’s embar- 
rassing! You should be embar- 


rassed!” he yelled as he scowled and 
tossed a pizza shell high in the air, 
which then expertly landed on his 
fist and continued to rotate. 

To tell the truth, I kind of liked the 
tension. On the one hand, it seemed 
to add to the character of the place, 
and on the other, I was impressed 
that the older brother refused to 
serve food he thought was sub-stan 
dard. One of the toughest and most 
disappointing things to do when the 
kitchen is backed-up (or “in the 
weeds”) is to make a stand and 
refuse to serve something that isn’t 
properly prepared. It kills you to put 
the staff further “in the weeds”, but 
it’s a sign of quality 

Tensions easing, we settled into 
the menu and struggled to make a 
decision owing to the fact that every- 
thing was appealing. Sensing our 
dilemma, the waitress quickly 
stepped in and took control of the 
situation by offering some much 
welcomed support, and we eventu 
ally decided ona Chef's Salad 
($8.50), and a Calabrese Rustica 
pizza (Calabrese sausage, Calamata 
olives and thinly sliced peppers with 
mozzarella and a truly tangy tomato 
sauce, $20). 

Forget those nasty Chef's Salads 
you find in plastic containers at hos- 
pital cafeterias with scraps of egg, 
cheese and processed meat smoth- 
ered in Thousand Island dressing. 
At Tony’s the chef apparently 
prefers to eat sweet Roma tomatoes, 
fresh basil, sliced garlic, green and 
white onions, bocconcini cheese and 
extra virgin olive oil. 

The sting of the onions and garlic 
worked well with the tomatoes and 
olive oil, and the cheese (which I'm 
usually neither here nor there about) 
had marinated long enough to soak 
in the other flavours, making it a 
nice addition for a change. I'd go 


back just for the salad. 

The crust on our pizza was thin 
and chewy (just like it should be), 
and the ingredients were used spar- 
ingly so all the savoury bits worked 
together to form a coherent, pleasant 
taste. This definitely isn’t the type of 
pizza that leaves you feeling pun- 
ished because of too much greasy 
cheese and processed meat. Rather, 
we all felt pleasantly satisfied as we 
sat around the table smiling and 
content, talking about our favourite 
parts of the weekend. 

Sal's voice came booming from 
behind the pass again. “Idiots! What 
are you kidding me! Bunch of meat- 
heads... they should be ashamed.” I 
turned to look thinking I'd see 
round two of the previous scrap, but 
this time the comments were direct- 
ed to a regular out in the dining 
room who was wearing an Italian 
Soccer jersey. 

The two had their hands in the air 
and were exchanging tirades about 
their team’s performance in the 
World Cup. I turned back to my son 
smiling thinking, “Yeah... I can defi- 
nitely appreciate a passionate chef.”

THE 2006 EDITION OF THE FREE WILL 
Players’ 2006 River City Shakespeare 
Festival is going to extremes with 
their two selections from the Bard’s 
oeuvre. 

Not only is the festival breaking 
new ground with their first-ever pre- 
sentation of Hamlet, Prince of Den- 
mark, Shakespeare's deeply intro- 
spective, influential, and longest 
drama, they’re also presenting a par- 
ticularly nostalgic and Edmonton 
summer festival-centric take on The 
Taming of the Shrew, one of the Bard’s 
most outrageous and salacious

comedies (the two plays run alter- 
nating evenings from June 27 to July 
23 at Heritage Amphitheatre in 
Hawrelak Park.) 

“We're setting Taming in the late 
1800s, so all those Edmontonians 
who need a fix of Klondike vests and 
Victorian dresses can come on down 
to the park,” says director James 
MacDonald. 

He says that the reasoning behind 
this aesthetic decision was twofold: 
first, the play gets to pay homage to 
the passing of the Klondike Days 
theme by making their play’s 
Katherine a “Klondike Kate.” And 
second, they’re able to dip into the 
rich comic vocabulary of Vaudeville 
by setting the play in the late 19th 
century. The irreverent battle royale 
between the sexes stars Julien 
Arnold as Petruchio and Annette

Loiselle as Katherine. 

Director and cast alike are also 
committed to returning to the core 
theatrical values of Shakespeare's 
great comedy. In particular, both 
MacDonald and Loiselle agree with 
their sympathetic view of Katherine. 

“We're seeing Kate as one of 
Shakespeare's strongest women 
characters and certainly nota 
woman who's suddenly being 
‘tamed’ at the end of the play,” says 
Loiselle. “We see the story being 
about the strength of a relationship 


that grows between the two of them 
and how she and Petruchio tame 
each other. She’s seeking an honest 
relationship based on love, peach 
and equality.” 

MacDonald sees his vision as 
falling somewhere in-between the 
ironic or chauvinistic extremes that 
“Taming” productions typically fall 
into. 

“This is the third time I’ve direct- 
ed this play and I’ve seen my view- 
point evolve. I now see Petruchio 
and Kate being the only honest and 
up-front characters in the play and 
the only couple that has an honest 
and full-blooded relationship.” 

Not only does Free Will Players 
Artistic Director John Kirkpatrick see 
Taming and Hamlet as excellent festi- 
val companions, he’s also looking 
forward to a debut and artistic chal- 
lenge all his own. The well-known 
actor-cum-artistic-director is person- 
ally playing Hamlet's titular melan- 
choly Danish prince for the very first 
time at this summer's River City 
debut production of the iconic play, 
being directed by award-winning 
actor-cum-director Marianne Cop- 
ithorne (the director of last sum- 
mer’s Love's Labour's Lost and the 
2004 River City production of Mer- 
chant of Venice). 

“Tt (Hamlet) was the first play I 
thought of doing this summer and 
given that we've never mounted this 
show, it’s more than about time,” he 
says, looking forward to the chal- 
lenge of playing such a seminal role. 

“J usually play the funny guys 
when I’m cast in a Shakespeare 
play,” he says, describing Hamlet as 
one of the Bard’s most thoughtful 
characters. 

Copithorne agrees with Kirk- 
patrick, adding that she parts ways 
from the view of many Shakespeare- 
an academics by preferring to see 
Hamlet as a profoundly “moral man 


An odd couple 


Lawrence and Holloman succeeds on most fronts

MURDER AND MAYHEM, PRETZELS 
and beer—some things just go better 
together. Case in point, Lawrence and 
Holloman, Morris Panych’s gallows 
peep at the human condition. Ina 
seedy bar, over pints of beer, two 
men, Lawrence (Chris Schulz) and 
Holloman (Andrew Mecready), 
become unlikely pals. 

Lawrence is an extrovert, a back- 
slapping type who utterly oozes 
bonhomie. Nattily attired in a well- 
cut suit, he’s the kind of guy who 
frequents the Overtime Grill; super 
confident, firm handshake and 
whose dearly held opinions are 
delivered enthusiastically, at great 
length to the deafening of all ears in 
his proximity. In short, the kind of 
person you probably resent. 

Holloman does. Quiet, unassum- 


ing, clad ina sweater vest, Holloman 


bears Lawrence's onslaughts and 
assumptions with admirable forti- 
tude; he’s lucky to have such a pal 
considering his blinkered view of 


life, his incredibly sheltered exis- 
tence. When Lawrence's existence 
becomes Job-like, it’s Holloman who 
offers succor. A true friend... or is he 
a sadist tinged with leanings toward 
schadenfreude? 

But this is Panych’s world, and 
things are never quite as they seem. 
The desultory duo, despite protests 
to the contrary, inhabit a dull nether- 
world. They are Eliot’s “hollow 
men,” stuffed yet empty, ranting yet 
mouthing in silence. They are non- 
entities treading out an ultimately 
meaningless existence, despite 
enthusiasm or mordant pessimism. 

They are a parasitic yin and 
yang— a symbiotic relationship 
wherein only one party can thrive, 
the other must wither or attack. 
Therein lies the crux and comedy of 
this black script. It’s an immense 
challenge for a company to nail, and 
Dave Owen's production both suc- 
ceeds and stumbles. 

Owen, in the slightly dingy, white 
expanses of the Red Strap Market, 
whisks his actors through their sym- 
biotic danse macabre with agility 
and focus. The 90-minute play fairly 
races by with a comfortable feeling 
of cohesion (despite an unnecessary 


_ intermission). A feeling of suspense 


who wants to do what is right.” Th 
meval rectitude—rather than an 
indecisive or dithering nature— 
leads to his intense soul-searching 
and careful search for the truth 
before he avenges his father’s mur- 
der by killing his uncle Claudius 
(played by John Wright). 
“Revenging his father and com- 


. mitting murder is a big step, espe- 


cially when done in such a pre-med 
itative way. He's a deep thinking 
person who wants to do the right 
thing and feels held back at times,’ 
says the director of her protagonist 
measured actions.

Works artist-in-residence redefines classic drawing 


FIGURATION 
By John Thrasher, Site #1, Churchill 





“THE FIGURE HAS BEEN AROUND 
thousands of years,” remarks John 
Thrasher. “T see myself as continuing 
in part of that tradition. But you con- 
tinually have to reinterpret the sub- 
ject in the context of the environment 
and the larger world.” 

The Works 2006 artist-in-resi- 
dence, Thrasher is a jack-of-all-arts 
with a command over a handful of 
mediums that he credits to his child- 
hood experience with the arts (his 
father was once an illustrator) and 
being the only art professor (and de 
facto studio tech) at a satellite cam- 
pus of Ohio State University. 

Now, mid-career, drawing the 
nude figure remains the basis of 
Thrasher’s practice 

The humble practice of figure 
drawing, long considered the work- 
horse of the visual arts (as in, “nice 
sketch, now where's the painting?”), 


contends. “Expressing an honest 
response. Once it’s gone you can’t 
take it back. The exhibition here con- 
sists of immediate works. With 
pauses, he chuckles in his rich Ken- 
tucky drawl. 

Thrasher regards models as col- 
laborators and if they permit him to, 
he uses their full names when he dis- 
plays his work. He admits people 
willing to pose nude are harder to 
come by in a conservative American 
town. 

“Some people think it’s pornogra- 
phy,” he relates. “But | build a rela- 
tionship on trust and appreciation 
with my models.” He addresses 
most apprehensions by showing 
people what he does. “T simply let 
them see the work. It’s my most 
effective way to make plain what I 
do.” 

The artist is doing two free public 
demos and workshops during the 
consecutive weekends of the Works, 
and other festival artists will join

has earned a loyal disciple. Thrasher 
is passionate about portraying the 
body and the idea that it can be an 
artwork in and of itself, rather than 
just a preparatory process or as an 
exercise. 

“It’s about a moment,” Thrasher

him. Perhaps a bunch of people sit- 
ting around drawing another per- 
son—naked or otherwise—could 
sound a little dull. 

But apparently the way that 
Thrasher inhabits his body really 
animates it on the paper. Using a 





loose calligraphic method and 
brushes and ink, he creates drawings 
that redefine the idea of figure repre- 
sentation. 

“There are distinctive gestures at 
the core of everything I do, perva- 
sive throughout the variety of styles 
and approaches I use,” Thrasher 
explains. “An instrumental part of 
my art background is physical activi- 
ties, sow movement like Tai Chi, for 
deliberateness and emphasis on 
effortlessness. 

“It’s also important to tamper 
with, the artistic process, to accept 
the spontaneity of things. I’m not 
always compelled to address mis- 
takes. Our ancestors felt drawing 
had so much magic. I want to see 
just a hint of that magic in my 
work.”

Blowing up Blow Up 


Alan Dunning makes Antonioni interactive

FILM BUFFS SHOULD FLOCK TO THE 
Telus Building for an intriguing 
interactive multi media piece by 
Alan Dunning entitled Blow Up. 

In Michelangelo Antonioni’s semi- 
nal swinging ‘60s arthouse feature— 
also called Blow Up—the shutterbug 
protagonist, David Hemmings, 
secretly takes a photograph of a cou- 
ple kissing in a London park. When 
he gets back to his lab he develops it 
along with the rest of the roll only to 
discover something horrifying when 
he looks a little closer—as the film is 
blown up to larger size a mystery is 
revealed, one that might involve 
murder. 

The idea of a seemingly harmless 
situation revealing intricate details 
and dark complexities has already 
been kicked around a few times in 
movies—most especially in Anto- 
nioni homages like De Palma’s Blow 
Out and Coppolla’s The Conversation. 

The idea has also no doubt made 
its way into other art forms, but 
Dunnings has made his debt clear 
by not only working from the same 
premise, but also tipping his hat to 


the film with the title of his piece. 

Dunning, a multimedia artist and 
also chair of Technology and Media 
Arts at Alberta College in Calgary, 
simply took the iconic photographic 
image and proceeded to use it to fur- 
ther explore the ideas behind the 
film 


“What he’s got is an interactive 
photographic installation based on 
the film,” explains Works artistic 
director Will Truchon, filling in for 
the absent Dunning. “It’s been really 
interesting to see how he put the 
entire thing together.” 

It's a simple and elegant piece, 
based around a touch-sensitive table 
with the photograph screened over 
top. Visitors to the exhibit can zoom 
in on different parts of the image to 
reveal a dramatic narrative and dif- 
ferent details about the image by 
directing the action with their hands. 

Dunning works from the same 
photo that Antonioni (by way of 
Hemmings) uses as the central point 
in his late ‘60s masterpiece. It’s a 
nifty little piece—as you wave your 
hand over the table the computer 
reads it and the image zooms into 
the corresponding spot. 

“Ym not sure if the narrative 
sounds have been taken from the 
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movie or if Alan has come up with 
something quirky instead,” Truchon 
admits. “It’s pretty neat stuff, 
though, especially from a technical 
point of view. 

“Alan also works in other areas 
besides this—he’s also a painter— 
but he’s been specializing in these 
immersive multimedia projects with 
real-time action going on, and we've 
been trying to get more of this kind 
of thing in the festival.”

Pushing the boundaries of art at the Works

LET'S JUST SAY THE PUSH EXHIBIT 
could be mistaken for your average 
teenage skateboard park. Then 
again, it could also be confused with 
a tattoo parlor, an Internet café, or 
evena run-dow n theatre. 

And the reason for the whole mix 
up? According to curator Clayton 
Lowe, Push is establishing a connec 
tion between the assumed riff raff 
we find scrawled upon our LRT 
walls and those priceless oil paint- 
ings we find hanging in the Louvre 

Of course, we are trained to dis 
miss all forms of what some call 
‘low-brow” entertainment as merely 
visual pollution, but for Lowe, sub- 
verted pop-culture designs are actu- 
ally an art to be revered 

‘One of the observations I have 
made is the effect that sub-cultural, 
and/or ‘sub-pop’ art and design has 
had in a new integration of artists 
and designers,” Lowe explains. 
“Forms of media (internet, print, 
videos, films, TV), popular culture, 
physical environment, and the 
art/design world itself are points of 
visual play and also vessels for pro- 
pelling [the artists’] work into the 
collective stream.” 

The exhibit itself is the result of 
the collaborative efforts amongst 
Lowe, fellow curator Cec Annett, 


and numerous national and interna- 
tional artists, their pieces being a 
mixture of rockabilly pin-up models, 
skate deck designs, and b-boy danc 
ing videos, just to name a few 

But while all of this “street art” 











seems like it would appeal to the 
kids rather than the intellectual 
minds of art critics, Lowe claims that 
the exhibition will be accessible to all 
audiences, and perhaps even open 
people up to the idea of what art is

MANY SEE IT AS A VISUAL ARTS FESTI- 
val, but The Works isn’t strictly 
defined that way by the folks nan- 
ning it.

Ross himself will have a segment 
featuring an old Japanese duet, Bill 
Damur’s treatment of local bassist 
and composer Thom Golub’s Seven 
Scenes for Solo Flute, plus new works 
by Ross and Alex Eddington. “I'll be 
doing it under the umbrella of my 
chamber music group—St. Crispin’s 
Chamber Ensemble,” he supplies. 
The group—which uses clarinet, 
flute, and electronics—will be joined 
by a couple of dancers from Mile 
Zero. “They're going to improvise as 
we play, so that should be interest- 
ing.” 

“Mark Nerenberg just finished his 
Masters in composition at the U of 
A,” continues Ross.

“I’m aiming for 
as much of an audience as | can get 
It's not about young or old, but on 
one level, it’s about getting people 
involved in the visual arts. I want 
people to feel like they can break the 
rules by enjoying this show and still 
respect the tradition that is relevant 
in art and design.” 

The whole exhibit will be popular,

Given the issue of art versus van- 
dalism, Lowe says that, by display- 
ing graffiti, he’ll open up a dialogue 
between the absent collective agree 
ments over whether it’s right or 
wrong. 

“Let's look at it this way; (graffiti) 
takes as much material, technique 
and conceptual knowledge as any 
other art form 

“The only remaining question, in 
my opinion, is whether or not you 
like it in your neighborhood, along, 
your train lines, on boxcars, mailbox- 
es, and walls. So, for one minute, 
ke it out of the context you don’t 
appreciate it in and then decide 
wi.cther it’s art. That’s an opportuni- 
ty you'll get at Push.”

The producers 
liked his guileless approach so much 
that they gave him a spot, and his 
nervous, wired presence made him 
the hit of the segment

Johnston was already a known 
character in Austin, a recent arrival 
from Houston who was badgering 
people into listening to the music 
he'd often re-record from start to fin- 
ish when admirers asked for extra 
copies. These tapes were passed 
among aficionados like secret mani- 
festos—aside from the likeable ama- 
teurishness of his recordings, musi- 
cians and writers were fascinated by 
the unnervingly raw way in which 
he unveiled himself in songs like 
“Almost Got Hit By a Truck,”

Johnston was and is an unlikely 
musical hero—he sings ina cracked, 
faltering voice, his songs are artless 
and often painfully direct.

Jeff Feuerzeig’s respectful, low 





budget documentary follows John- 
ston from early life in Abilene with 
his extremely Christian parents, who 
worried that their son was becoming, 
an “unprofitable servant of the 
Lord,” to his current heavily med- 
icated and docile state. Johnston 
himself prov ides much of the narra- 
tion in the form of old video and 
audio cassettes—he compulsively 
documented himself even from an 
early age—and Feuerzeig litters the 
film with these audio touchstones. 

From his Jong held McDonald’s 
job to a short record contract with 

Atlantic, an attack on his manager 
with a lead pipe to multiple stays in 
mental institutions, Johnston’s scat- 
tered life is examined in detail. And, 
of course, there’s Laurie Allen, the 
college girl muse who inspired thou 
sands of lovelorn songs but spurned 
his advances to marry an undertak- 
er. Those who have followed John- 
ston’s heartbreaking saga of unre- 
quited love will be pleased to know 
that Allen is finally shown in old 
8mm footage and also in an 
arranged reunion with her old 
suitor 

There's a troubling aspect to the 
Daniel Johnston story—that he’s a 
mentally ill man at least partially 
hyped for the eccentricities that 
come from his problems Stories of 
him spray painting anti-Satanist 
graffiti on the Statue of Liberty, scar- 
ing a woman so badly that she 
jumped out of her window and 
broke her ankles, or having to be 
kept away from Lou Reed while 
recording are legendary in indie 
rock circles 

As with Wesley Willis, the schizo- 
phrenic street person who stood on 
stage and belted out variations on 
the same melody to an audience of 
cynical college kids, the freak show 
vibe is always close at hand. 

Thankfully, The Devil and Daniel 
Johnston never condescends to or 
oversells Johnston—there’s no 
smirking self awareness, and no 
attempt to gloss him over. 

Instead it’s a deeply felt, and even 
affectionate portrayal that shows 
Feuerzeig’s empathy for his sub- 
ject—Johnston is presented warts 
and all as a troubled, deeply hurt 
individual in thrall to his various 
manias.

TIBET: A BUDDHIST TRILOGY

TIBET: A BUDDHIST TRILOGY IS A 
becomingly austere, direct cinema 
portrayal of Tibetan monks and their 
faith as they go about their business 
in exile from their spiritual home in 
Chinese-occupied Tibet. A late ‘70s 
art house hit that tapped into North 
America’s growing fascination with 
Eastern spirituality, the film present- 
ed their Buddhism in three separate 
parts as kind of a simplified primer 
for the inquisitive. 

The first—entitled The Dalai Lama, 
the Monasteries, and the People— 
shows the practical, day to day life of 
the order's leader at home ina 
monastery in north India, juggling 
his role as head of state and religious 
teacher while monks conduct 
ancient rituals, join in prayer and 
debate issues of morality. With 
sparse voiceover from the director, 
the camera watches as the monks 
arrive at conclusions through cease- 
less questioning and challenges—a 
rigorous search for truth at odds 
with portrayals of Buddhism as a 
calm and silent religion. 

Second is Radiating the Fruit of 
Truth—a meditation on the Beautiful 
Ornament ceremony, an invocation 
of Tara, the Bodhisattva of Compas- 
sion and a transformation of nega- 
tive energies into positive ones. This 
long s€quence is full of astonishing 
moments, all the more so since the 
monks were apparently reticent to 
have one of their most cherished 
spiritual ceremonies filmed. It 
moves along at a stately pace, end- 
ing with the monks working togeth- 
er to create intricate, beautifully 
made ritual objects to burn at the 
end of the ceremony, scattering the 
remains to the winds. 

The third segment is titled The 
Fields of the Senses. Perhaps the most 
rapturous and beautifully shot seg- 
ment of the film, it shows farmers 
and monks alike in their toil, ending 








just as he avoids 
sentimentalizing. 


in a contemplation of the imperma- 
nence of this life. Death is presented 
in a matter of fact manner—includ- 
ing footage of a funeral and a crema- 
tion—with the fabled Tibetan Book of 
the Dead as a practical guide for the 
departed, not just a coffee table item 
for Western hipsters on the look for 
exotica. 

Dense with religious arcana and 
philosophical arguments, long shots 
of monks chanting or involved in 
noisy ritual, this film is not an easy 
one to get through. That being said, 
it’s lovingly composed, full of rich 
images that stress the link between 
monks and the outside world, the 
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faith that binds them, their relation- 
ships with each other and-the local 
community. 

Despite the no doubt irresistible 
urge to indulge in activism, director 
Coleman resists political statements 
about the Chinese treatment of 
monks, just as he avoids sentimen- 
talizing his subjects—instead, he 
focuses on the complexity of their 
world, and the out-of-time quality of 
their existence. The film replicates 
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this nicely—it’s slow and lan- 
guorous, full of long passages that 
can tax anyone used to quick edits 
and jump cuts, but those willing to 
relax themselves to the stately 
rhythms of the monk's lives will be 
rewarded. 

The impatient among you take 
heart—once shown as a four hour 
long epic, the film has been digitally 
remastered and re-edited into a com- 





paratively svelte running time of just 
over two hours. It’s still replete with 
sustained images of chanting 
monks, mountain hillsides and peas- 
ants working the land, but at least 
those moments have been halved 
Apparently there’s even new 
footage in amongst the mix, so thos: 
who have already seen it can look 
forward to a few surprises.

Ultimately, what perfect romance 
doesn’t seem practically unbeliev- 
able in hindsight? The Lake House is 
competent, enjoyable, and no more 
taxing on the imagination than the 
average, overblown, special effects 
driven drivel about some mutant 
dude in really tight underwear leap- 
ing really tall structures faster than a 
speeding bullet. 

And though it almost manages to 
elevate abstinence to a Victorian 
level, it’s a pleasant reminder that 
true love need not be bound by 
space or time.

Looking at Canada’s hippest media baron

“ANY SISSY CAN MAKE A PROGRAM,” 


young Moses Znaimer declares, 
with a full head of hair in black and 
white. “Real men and women make 
channels!” 

While an Edmontonian can easily 
be forgiven for not instantly know- 
ing Znaimer, the reach of his efforts 
is omnipresent in our pop-culture 
vernacular. Znaimer’s creation of 
MuchMusic in the ‘80s first springs 
to mind, but that’s just the ale foam 
on top of a revolutionary career 
which saw him do for Toronto's rep 
as a media town what Glen Sather 
did for our local sports ecosystem. 
Namely, CityTV—parodied inces- 
santly by SCTV as a little station 
with a shoestring budget and, most 
importantly, heaps of original pro- 

mming that went on to become a 
Canuck landmark—literally. 

The Harvard-educated journalist 
went on to birth Bravo!, Sex TV, and 
other efforts, including being one of 
Toronto's most elusive characters, 
one who believed wholeheartedly 
that in order to stand out you need 
personality, defying bottom-line, 
Bay St. conventions of safety and 
non-offensiveness. 

Encounters with Moses (CBC Mon- 
day 8 pm), directed by 33-year-old 
Mike Sheerin, is a vigilant attempt to 
demystify Znaimer, who in 2003, 
after 30 years, suddenly left his 

media fortress on Queen Street amid 
incredible rumour. 

Sheerin’s interview technique 
takes a page from Znaimer himself, 
as the former media mogul is pre- 
sented with a series of clips and 


highlights of his massive broadcast 
footprint, including a scene where 
he Q&A’s feminist icon Gloria 
Steinem. As she irons! 

In another vintage segment, he 
accurately defines what TV will 
someday become—multi-tentacled 
and specialized. 

Currently filming a documentary 
in Louisiana, director Sheerin came 
to realize Znaimer’s impact as the 
two men chatted. 

“He is certainly somebody I 
looked up to for a while because he 
made television more accessible.

That's one of the things | like to do 
with the things that I make, is to not 
just show people conclusions, but 
are being taken along for the ride. 
And it’s a journey for the viewer as 
well as the filmmaker.” 

Znaimer responded positively to 
Sheerin’s unusual, A/V Club inter- 
view technique. “I did explain to 
him my theory behind it,” says 
Sheerin. “One of Moses’ command- 
ments—he has ten commandments 
of television—is that television is 
about process, not conclusion. I 
explained to him, ‘This is my version 
of process.’ We did it over two sepa- 
rate interviews. The total time was 


about seven and a half hours. And 
we're just going to look at footage 
and we're going to talk about it.” 

From a Canadian history nerd’s 
standpoint, the footage itself is near 
ly as rewarding as walking through 
Mr. Dressup displays at CBC HQ in 
downtown TO. Former Much VP 
Denise Donlon, who used to be a 
front-line journalist interviewing th: 
likes of Kate Bush, chuckles know- 
ingly, almost nostalgically, about 
Znaimer’s meddling and self-defini- 
tion as a “relentless improver.” 

His sister Libby, the only other 
Holocaust survivor in their large 
family, reveals his early inclinations 
and drive. And his longtime friend 
Jay Switzer—at the centre of the 
CityTV coup d’etat—explains his 
position. Though Znaimer calls the 
players here a “regime,” he’s guard 
ed about being devastated: “It may 
not serve your dramatic purposes, 
but I’m a very forward-looking gu) 
There’s a revolution, then a counter 
revolution, then the regime cuts pic 
tures out of history books.” 

Like anyone watching, Sheerin 
notes the tension. “I realized early 0" 
I'm probably never going to find ou! 
what happened in 2003, but I really 
wanted to find out how it made him 
feel. I felt a natural unwillingness 0" 
his part to engage in that conversa- 
tion. Like all of us, we have vulnera- 
bilities we don’t want to show the 
world.” 

But show them the documentary 
does, especially as Znaimer returns 
to CityTV for an accolade and is told 
he can’t park in a familiar spot. It’s 
unguarded moments like these tha! 
especially resonate in this enjoyable 
and informative work.

“Because... as 
you [wear] darker sunglasses your 
pupils get bigger. The problem is 
that if there’s no UV coating, you're 
actually letting more UV into the 
eyes.” 

So what does this say about the 
worth of brand name shades as 
opposed to grocery store knockoffs? 
Mainly, that moderation in price is 
the best way to go, neither too cheap 
nor too expensive. As stated by Dr. 
Kim, whether a product's UV pro- 
tection is sprayed on or inserted 
between the lenses means nothing. 
While the tendency for costume sun- 
glasses’ coating to rub off is certainly 
a hazard, choosing to fork over $450 
for the latest Dolce & Gabbana gear 
does not guarantee it will have supe- 
rior optical protection than a more 
reasonable $150 Arnette pair. 

In essence, there's nothing wrong 
with purchasing a few pairs of inex- 
pensive shades to match with an 
outfit or to spice up an ensemble, 
and you don’t have to clean out your 
bank account if you're looking fora 
durable pair for the long run. 

The main thing about shades in 
the summer, is to remember to wear 
ones with 100% UV coverage as 
often as possible.

THERE WAS A TIME, BACK IN THE 
glory days of 1980s conspicuous 
consumption, when drinking bottled 
water meant something. 

Holding a bottle of Evian or Perri- 
er in your hand proved that you 
were a hip, trendy soul with a bank 
account large enough to justify 
spending money ona beverage 
everyone else drank for free. 

Many considered these stylish 
bottles filled with the Earth’s most 
abundant natural resource the ulti- 
mate symbol of that era’s soulless 
yuppie ethos. A time in which a 
product's worth was judged not by 
its actual value, but by how mucha 
person was willing to pay. 

Now, thanks to clever marketing, 
fears of water scarcity, and a 
renewed public interest in health, 
the only thing paying for a bottle of 
water indicates about a person is 
that they’re thirsty. The question this 
then raises: if you’re now actually 
paying for just the water inside of 
those bottles, instead of a sense of 
inflated status, are they worth the 
cost? Does bottled water taste better 
than the tap stuff? 

For many people this is an odd 
question. Water’s most recognizable 
quality is its lack of flavour— like 
the air, it’s only when you taste 
something that you should be con- 
cerned that something is wrong. But 





there are folks out there who have 
made it their job to train their taste 
buds to detect flavours us common 
people with our uneducated 
tongues would never notice. 

What would happen if one of 
these experts was asked to sample 
different brands of bottled water and 
compare them to common tap 
water? 

Shelley Sillito currently works at 
Crestwood Fine Wines and is also 
enrolled in the second level course in 
the three-tiered International Som- 
meliers Guild certification program. 
In other words, she’s a Masters stu- 
dent in the art of wine tasting. It is 
her tongue that was used to judge 
our four different samples. 

The brands Shelley tasted were 
500ml bottles of Evian, Penta, Salva- 
tion Army, and City of Edmonton 
tap water. 

Evian has over the years become a 
brand synonymous with natural 
purity and the superiority of all 
things French. It cost $2.49 at a con- 
venience store. Penta is bottled by a 
company in California whose web- 
site advertises it as the “...Cleanest- 
known bottled water.” It cost $2.39 
at an organic grocery store. Salvation 
Army water is bottled in Canada by 
the Arctic Spring Company and cost 
$0.89 at the same grocery store. The 
City of Edmonton tap water came

out of a kitchen sink. It was free. All 

four samples were served to Shelley 
chilled in carefully numbered plastic 
cups. 

Her comments regarding the indi- 
vidual tastes of the four samples can 
be seen in the short blurb accompa- 
nying this article, but when she was 
asked to guess about the relative val- 
ues of the waters she had tasted she 
came to a surprising conclusion. 

Though she correctly identified 
the tap water for what it was (prov- 
ing that there is a noticeable differ- 
ence between it and the bottled 
brands), she chose the cheapest of 
the three store-bought samples as 
the one she thought would be the 
most expensive. As far as she was 
concerned, the Salvation Army 
water tasted the most valuable. 

Good news, since buying the 
cheap Salvation Army water not 
only allows you to save money, 
it’s also the equivalent of making a 
charitable donation, which adds 
some good karma to your refresh- 
ment. That makes for some truly 
righteous thirst quenching and even 
just holding a bottle might make 
you look more generous than you 
really are, which suggests that there 
still is some status to be had in the 
bottled water game, Just not the evil

EVEN THOUGH. OUR CITY HAS BEEN 
obscured under a blanket of clouds 
for most of June, summer has indeed 
arrived. Or at least it will soon. And 
as important as keeping warm is in 
the winter, it’s just as important to 
keep coal in the summer. 

“It's particularly crucial if you're 
working outside.in the hot weath- 
er—working, running, biking — 
that you keep hydrated,” says Dr. 
Gerry Predy of the Capital Health 
Region. “But even if you’re just stay- 
ing at home or working in an office, 
you should keep plenty of water 
on hand.” 


Hydration is especially important 
when we're exerting ourselves phys- 
ically, Predy says, whether we're 
playing sports, jogging, biking, or 
just hanging in a park and taking in 
a hot weekend afternoon. 

“Tn that case you should keep 
water and sports drinks around,” he 
says, “so not just your fluids but also 
your electrolytes are replaced. Of 
course there’s also a danger of over- 
hydration. If you drink just water 
but you're losing electrolytes, the 
water doesn’t alone replace them 
and the levels of electrolytes can 
become dangerously low. So people 
need to be careful not to over- 
hydrate as well.” : 

Lastly, Predy adds, watch your 


alcohol consumption. A cold brew 
(or five) on a hot summer day will 
feel good going down, but since 
alcohol is a diuretic, drinking too 
much will put you into the dehydra- 
tion danger zone that much quicker. 

“A beer or two isn’t going to hurt 
you,” Predy says, “but have a glass 
of water besides your beer at the 
same time.” 

Predy also advises those who live 
in apartments and homes without 
air-conditioning to spend at least 
part of very hot days in an air-condi- 
tioned environment, whether that 
means taking in a movie or nursing 
an iced coffee at your favourite 
corner café.

In the swim 


A guide to Edmonton’s public tubs 


FOR A CITY WHERE TEMPERATURES 
regularly drop below -20 Celsius, 
Edmonton has a copious number of 
public swimming pools (over 25 at 
last count, with four outdoors). Yet 
in the balmy days of July and 
August, when winter's bite couldn't 
be further from our minds, this is all 
to the good. We're positively spoiled 
for choice when it comes to local 
water holes, and, factoring in the 
inevitable unpleasantly cold day or 
two, it’s theoretically possible to chill 
out and go fora dip in a different 
part of town every day for the next 
two months. 

We do have our old favourites to 
which we've become deeply 
attached and fiercely loyal. When 
the Queen Elizabeth Outdoor Pool 
on the south bank of the river, sup- 
posedly one of the oldest outdoor 
swimming pools in Western Cana- 
da, closed, perhaps for good, in late 
August of 2003, generations of 
Edmontonians who fondly remem- 
bered their halcyon summers of 
swimming lessons and poolside 
sunburns rallied to its defense. The 
public outcry over City Council's 
June 2004 decision to close the facili- 


ty, due to an irreparable crack in the 
foundations, was so great that Coun- 
cil examined, and recently 
approved, a redev: elopme nt budget 
of $4.1 million for an “enhanced” 
Queen E. design from architects 
Burgess Bredo. The new pool plans 
include rustic bath houses, a picnic 
area, sun deck, hot tub, outdoor 
showers and pool, and a “lazy 
river’ —a circuit of gently flowing 
water carrying ride-on i inner tubes 
and rafts. One of the design’s main 
talking points is the so- -called “con- 
versation pit,” a shallow water area 
where parents can sit and rela 
while they supervise their children 

Construction begins this fall. The 
pool's grand re-opening is set for its 
85th anniversary year in 2007 

So, Queen E. remains closed for 
another season. Luckily, there are 24 
other pools to check out while you

THESE DAYS THERE ARE PLENTY OF 
musicians speaking out against the 
American war in Iraq and other 
burning issues, but there aren't 
many bands seeking to redress a ter- 
rible—and largely forgotten—wrong 
committed close to a century ago. 
But then again, there aren’t many 
Armenian-American hard rock 
bands on the radio these days. 

“It's been a fight since 1915 to get 
that recognized and we'll continue 
to fight,” says System of a Down's 
john Dolmayan. “For us in the band, 
we look at it as a personal issue, not 
so much asa political agenda, and 
it’s important for us to have that jus- 
tice reached for our ancestors who 
passed away for absolutely no rea- 
son.” 

Dolmayan is referring to the geno- 
cide perpetrated by the Turkish gov- 
ernment in the early 20th century, 
when as many as 1.5 million ethnic 
Armenians living in Turkey were 
driven from their homes. Those that 
weren't murdered outright perished 
on forced marches through the Syri- 


nations, including the U.S., have 
bought their version of events. 

So Dolmayan and his band mates 
have been pleading their case to the 
American government that the U.S. 
should officially recognize the crime 


TWISTED SYSTEM 

If they haven't achieved their aims 
thus far, Dolmayan says the band’s 
activities have provided him with 
something of a civics lesson. 

“T gotta tell you, man, when I 
went and met with members of Con- 
gress and the Senate, it was quite an 
experience,” Dolmayan says. “I real- 
ly appreciated it and it was kind of 
awe-inspiring to be in that building 
aid to know so many people's lives 
are influenced not just in this coun- 
try but all over the world by the 
decisions that are made in that 
building. And it’s got to be the same 
in Canada—there’s people making 
laws and deciding the way you live 
but don’t forget, all those people 
work for you, the citizens. They all 
work for us so they have to do what 
we tell them to do. That's the bottom 
line.” 

Anyone familiar with the band’s 
jagged, idiosyncratic hard rock is 
likely aware of the band’s political 


tler in a non-musical setting regard- 
ing his nation’s current commander- 
in-chief. “I look at him as a puppet. 
He wasn't truly elected by the peo- 
ple of the country anyway. I don’t 
even blame him,” he says. “I don’t 
think he’s making the decisions to be 
honest.” 

Being honest seems to lie at the 
core of SOAD’s phenomenal success. 
The band sure didn’t expect to 
become a platinum-selling, Gram- 
my-winning act when they put out 
their self-titled debut in 1998 (which, 
incidentally, includes “P.L.U.C.K.,” 
the first and probably only rock song 
about the Armenian genocide). 

“Back then we never envisioned 
ourselves to be on the radio,” Dol- 
mayan says. “Our music is not the 
easiest to listen to, it really takes a bit 
of effort because there's a lot to take 
in.” Their follow-up album, Toxicity, 
released days before the World 
Trade Centre attacks, shot to the top 
of the charts and provided an eerily 
prescient soundtrack for the post- 
9/11 world—with its apocalyptic 
lyrical visions, untrammeled rage at 
global injustice, and exotic vocal har- 
monies.

from to make one album—it would 
be impossible to leave certain songs 
out. But we didn’t want to do a tra- 
ditional double album... We felt like 
releasing a double album would be 
like having five kids at the same 
time—you love them all, but who 
are you going to pay attention to?

The dual release explains why 
Edmonton has seen two System of a 
Down shows in the space of nine 
months. Dolmayan notes the band’s 
uncompromising attitude applies to 
live performance as much as studio 
work, a point that Edmontonians 
would do well to heed. 

“Ata certain time, encores meant 
something. If you had an exceptional 
performance, the fans would not 
leave the arena until you went on 
and played again. But now you can 
have a crap performance and you're 
still expected to do encores—what’s 
the point of that? If you gave a crap 
performance, get the fuck off the 
stage and leave the arena. 

“We don’t bother with encores. 
You know what you're going to get,

Unlike these commonly inflated 
depictions of the masculine persona, 
indie pop-rock quartet The Minia- 
tures have no problem aiming small- 
er. The all-male band lays claim to a 
moniker that destroys any “man- 
rock” or “big, tough hero” assump- 
tions, and according to vocalist and 
guitarist Ian Smith, the guys aren't 
out to make up for any embarrass- 
ing physical inadequacies—that is, 
unless you consider Canada’s crap- 
py music scene to be a major defect. 

“1 think some of it rocks, but most 
of it sucks,” Smith says of Canadian 
music. “I don’t think it’s all good; I 
mean, it’s starting to get a lot better. 
People are writing records and 
songs, but I still think so little 
thought goes into the lyrics. And 
then when it comes to talking about 
commercial bands that have their 
singles on the radio, they just seem 
so predictable and not thought out. 
The lyrics are just so obvious. 

“We have faith that we can take 
our style of music and make it work 
in this country,” Smith says. “But 
then again, there are a lot of yokels, 
hicks, and incest. We're just looking 
for a market here in Canada.” 

Although The Miniatures—which 
include Smith, drummer Nick 
Skalkos, bassist Ryan Allen, and 

boardist / guitarist Kevin 
Hundt—worn 't let self-esteem issues 
get in the way of producing smooth, 

ely-tuned music, they do, allow 
their hubristic notions of selfaccom- 
plishment seep into their work. Dead 
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Flowers, the group’s latest album, 
was written and recorded in differ- 
ent parts of England over the past 
year, and according to Smith, the 
final product could very well lead 
Canada into a musical coup d’état. 
“(Dead Flowers] is a bit of a state- 
ment for us in Canadian music,” 
Smith says. “We're not your normal 
Canadian band with Canadian

songs. Our record is a lot more excit- 
ing than any records I’ve every 
heard in this country. We know we 
made a really great record, and 
unfortunately, Canada doesn’t have 
many great records, so we've really 
strived to do something different. 
There's no filler on the album. That's 
all we really do, is put out great 
music.” 

Stepping outside of their comfort 
zone and living in a different envi- 
ronment has worked for Smith and 
his fellow band members, especially 
since the “grey skies and rat-infested 
buildings in Liverpool” have 
become inspirations for their laid- 
back rhythms and dark, entrancing 
electronics. 

Movement and success go hand- 
in-hand for these boastful dreamers, 


and while The Miniatures don’t 
directly attribute their newfangled 
international acclaim to their home- 
town of Kitchener, it definitely 
played a role in getting them to 
where they are now 

“There's a lot of musicians [in 
Kitchener], but not a lot of places to 
play, so it was always like, make the 
best music you could to get out of 
the city,” Smith says. “It’s a test mar- 
ket for many things. Kitchener is a 
really cheap, German town; if busi- 
ness can slide there, it can slide any- 
where in Canada. That was kind of 
our perspective on this band and 
making music.” 

Man-rock band from Kitchener or 
not, The Miniatures are simply a 
unique group with ever-expanding 
ambitions. And while the average 
musicians would avoid being por- 
trayed as anything less than large 
idyllic figures, The Miniatures are 
always ready to tell things as they 
are—or maybe there's just no room 
for mendactty in their already 
cramped quarters. 

“Well, it is pretty hot in the van,’ 
Smith says, “so I feel like being really 
honest today.”

Album erases the trace of Beatles’ happy-go-lucky phase

THE WORLD'S MOST FAMOUS PAIR OF 
pop composers, John Lennon and 
Paul McCartney, didn’t actually 
compose all that many songs togeth- 
er. After 1965, their collaboration 
was practically over. But early on in 
The Beatles’ career, a deal had been 
signed to put both of their names on 
everything they wrote. The only 
problem was whose name should be 
listed first. Lennon won that discus- 
sion. 

It's not surprising since, initially, 
McCartney had problems keeping 
step with his writing partner, and to 
a casual observer in the period 
between 1962 and 1964, he primarily 
appeared to be a confused bossa- 
nova guy with a penchant for long 
forgotten numbers from Broadway 
musicals and Sunday afternoon 
West End shows. 

Had Lennon not taken hold of the

rudder, The Beatles may have still 
been touring as a somewhat bedrag- 
gled bossa-band on the Black Sea 
hotel aircuit—with appearances in 
Blackpool and Isle of Man thrown in 
during the off-season. 


WHAT GOES ON 

A harsh verdict perhaps, but close 
inspection of, for instance, A Hard 
Day's Night reveals that Lennon 
composed almost all its 13 tracks on 
his own. And what a great album it 
is. But some of Lennon’s best 
moments appear on Rubber Soul, 
recorded at a time when he had 
begun to tire of being one of the 
world’s most public figures. He was 
ready to tackle some of things he 
saw and didn’t agree with. He spat 
out songs like “Nowhere Man,” and 
“Run for Your Life”’—angry, sting- 
ing numbers as far from “Please, 
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Please Me” as one could go. 

Yet it’s the music that impresses 
the most; the songs have left the 
“yeah, yeah, yeah” stage but remain 
hits (“Norwegian Wood,” “Girl,” 
“Wait,” “In My Life”). And the peri- 
od in which Lennon started to 
become musically incomprehensible, 
which spawned “I Want You (She's 
so Heavy),” “Revolution 9,” and “1 
Don’t Want to Be a Soldier,” was still 
far off. 

The prerequisites were far from 
ideal. This was a period in the 
band’s history when their label 
insisted on at least two albums each 
year. Help! had been released in 
August, but EMI expected another 
brand new album for the Christmas 
holiday rush. 

There was enormous pressure on 
the band; they had to compose and 
record at least 14 new songs in just a 
couple of months. At the beginning 
of October, they had not yet entered 
a studio. 


WORKING IT OUT 

It wasn’t until a couple of weeks 
into October that the band finally 
took up residence in the EMI Stu-

dios. With only a couple of songs 
finished, they were forced to write 
new material on the spot for the first 
following weeks. Lennon later 
admitted that he had to borrow bits 
and pieces from other songs—which 
explains why one can hear a couple 
of bars of “Baby Let’s Play House” 
in “Run For Your Life.” 

A couple of months later, the 
album was finished. The Beatles had 
not only managed to get the album 
together, but also released the single 
“Day Tripper/We Can Work It Out’ 
(two songs not included on the 
album) the same week the album hit 
the shops. It was considered one of 
their strongest singles to date, and 
hence released as a double A-side. 

The result of roughly 20 days of 
intensive labour in the studio was 
something akin to the world’s eighth 
wonder: Rubber Soul—14 superb 
tracks created within roughly five 
weeks, on what essentially was the 
last album The Beatles recorded 
together as a band. 

The split within the quartet would 
soon begin in earnest, reaching its 
apex on the self-titled white double 
album. 

It’s the perfect bridge between the

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poppy Help! and the more experi- 
mental Revolver, and according to 
producer George Martin, the first 
album which the band had consid- 
ered as an independent work of art 
rather than a collection of singles. 

The title also reveals that some- 
thing had changed; for the first time 
The Beatles didn’t name the album 
after a hit or included their name in 
the title. 

There are many theories about 
why “Rubber Soul” was chosen, 
but according to some Beatles- 
experts, Paul McCartney can be 
heard exclaiming “plastic soul, man, 
plastic soul” between two takes of 
“I’m Down.” 

And, according to those same 
experts, “plastic soul” was an 
expression used by black musicians 
to describe wannabe R&B dudes like 
Mick Jagger...

ON THE LINE FROM HIS HOME IN NEW 
York, guitarist, arranger, composer, 
and bandleader Mike Stern is affable 
as ever. 

“Just got off the phone with some 
folks in Europe... After we play four 
jazz festivals in Canada we fly from 
Vancouver to New York, spend a 
few hours in the airport here and 
then it’s straight Europe for an 
extended tour.” The travel may 
seem like a nightmare to most, but 
Stern wouldn't have it any other 
way. “The travel is a pain in the ass 
but I love performing.” 

Performing has been a way of life 
for the 53-year-old guitarist for over

40 years. “I got my first music job 
when I was in a choir and was asked 
to sing a soprano part at a perfor- 
mance of ‘Tosca’ in my hometown of 
Washington, D.C.” It was all very 
natural for young Stern, who grew 
up ina household where his mother 
played classical piano and fed her 
three kids a large diet of jazz records 
from her collection. 

“T also listened to all kinds of 
radio back then,” remembers Stern. 
“Motown was huge for me. The 
Stones, Beatles, Hendrix... but I also 
heard Coltrane and Brubeck, along 
with [guitarists] B.B. King, Jeff Beck, 
Wes Montgomery, and Jim Hall. 
These days | still read through Bach 
lute transcriptions for guitar... Look, 
guitar is everywhere. It’s the link 
between rock, blues, classical, coun- 
try and jazz.”

IF THE SALADS KNEW ANYTHING ABOUT THE 
big picture, they'd realize that they're only a 
tiny dot in it. Unfortunately, The Big Picture is 
their third album (and counting), though 
thanks to its self-congratulatory nature, this 
fact isn’t immediately obvious. 

Just one look at the track listing suggests 
The Salads (who have prestmably aged 
somewhat biologically) haven’t,evolved much 
from their angstfuelled teenage beginnings. 
From predictable pseudo-rebellious cheese 
such as “Growing Up,” “Individual,” and 
“Powerless” to the eight-minute corporate 
love-in “The First Time” (in which band mem- 
bers thank their record label, their sponsors, 
their suppliers—oh yeah, and their hee it's 
clear that the band hasn't learned to act like 
they've been there before.

The first volume of Discotheque, a series 
highlighting classic clubs and their music, is 
dedicated to fabled Manchester club “The 
Hacienda.”

The best thing about the set is that it fea- 
tures full-length mixes on their own—not 
chopped-up and. cross-faded or just plain 
faded out after four minutes. An extensive 
booklet featuring the club’s DJs is included as 
well. All right, time now for the Paradise 
Garage, the Warehouse and Music Institute 
editions please...

HAILING FROM LA., DOUBLE K AND THES ONE 
(aka People Under the Stairs) carry on the 
grand tradition of West Coast underground 
hip-hop and have been around for close to 
10 years now, returning after a four-year 
absence with Stepfather. 

~ Stepfather is infused with West Coast 
style, evoking the trade-off vocal stylings of 
Freestyle Fellowship, Hieroglyphics, and 
Jurassic 5. Though at times a bit utilitarian, 
the beats are crisp and sunny, and self-pro- 
duced by the group. 

They mostly avoid the god-fearing, life- 
loving overkill of Blackalicious, with rica 
themes including liquor, drugs, food, wack 
emcees, and hip-hop’s golden age. 

An appearance by George Clinton on

IT’S EASY TO MISS THE BIG IDEAS 
behind Art Bar. On the surface, the 
project is more technically than intel- 
lectually daunting. 

As his grad piece, Jesse Sherburne, 
a Uof A industrial design Masters 
student, creates and crafts a func- 
tioning, alcohol-serving, sexy lounge 
within the walls of the Art Gallery of 
Alberta. We're not talking about a 
café or something on the outskirts of 
the AGA. No, Art Bar is right in the 
middle of one of the exhibition 
spaces. 

There's a catch. Art Bar isn’t open 
all the time. The Stoliand Heineken 
(yes, really) flow freely (or cheaply) 
for the opening night, and during 
“Happy Hour” slots throughout its 
run. The rest of the time, gallery 
goers will find it resolutely closed. 

can their noses against 
the glass and behold a super-slick, 
upscale, empty bar. 

But a social space is only as ani- 
mated as its occupants. A video loop 
of party action edited from the 
nights that Art Bar is open runs con- 
tinually alongside, so the left-outs 
can see what they are, supposedly, 
missing. 

Of course, this trope ostensibly 
relies on people giving a shit about 
missing, a party,.and most of us will 

rt not to care. With Art Bar, 
though, Sherbume is trafficking in 
the kind of social disquiet most of us 
still have in our bones when we feel 
we're the only ones in the crowded 





room that don’t have the handbook 
for operating in that setting. 

Art Bar also invokes a host of 
other questions. Sherburne is trying 
to upend the typical relationship 
between the viewer and the gallery, 
not only by mixing one kind of pub- 
lic space with another (which begs 
the poser, “is Art Bar shaken or 
stirred?”33)—leaving you wonder- 
ing which set of social rules are in

place—but also about what deserves 
space in the AGA.

He's on to something, and his 
telling statement underlies our cul- 





ture of consumption. The 21st centu- 
ry mindset is essentially about being 
a consumer, whether the product is 
art, ideas, or Stoli.

The Art Bar, a branding image in 
itself, almost functions like a micro- 
cosm of that experience of communi- 
ty. The video aspect evokes the cul-

THE DISCUSSION WENT FROM THE PRACTICAL 
ty of fake nipples (“I'd be worried they'd slip 
and end up stuck to my face,” said one 
woman) fo the Keeper, a reusable rubber 
cup inserted to catch a woman's menstrual 
blood.

That said, while workshop leader Tara 
McKee offers a get-nekkid version, we all 
agreed to keep our clothes on.

So, while the workshop was called, “Let it 
Go, let it Flow,” the only thing that flowed 
was about a case of wine.

While we're at it, the G in G-spot comes 
from Dr. Emst Grafenburg, the rea credited 
with “discovering if’ in the ‘50s, though we 
all decided it should stand for “Good Spot” 
instead. 

“I've found it before but nothing hap- 
pened,” one woman pipes up. 

“Like your clitoris, i's not a button you just 
push and get an orgasm,” says McKee. “It 
needs to be coaxed and teased.”

Just like guys whe get aroused and don’t 
come, the thi is reabsorbed back into our 
system and peed out, explains McKee.

“That way if you feel the urge during sex, 
you know it’s your G-spot filling and swelling 


and you can push out without worrying 
you'll pee,” she explains. 

To demonstrate, McKee pops in Deborah 
Sundah!'s video How fo Female Ejaculate. 

Once we get over Sundahl’s crazy ‘80s 
hair and padded shoulder blazer (“Wait ‘til 
you see her pubic hair,” laughs McKee), a 

ush of the speculum and a pushing out of 
ker vagina elicits a collective “Whoooa!” as 
Sundahl’s G-spot takes full frame. 

The room falls silent while we watch Sun- 
dahl stimulate herself until she erupts and we 
erupt as if we're watching the hockey game: 
“SHE SHOOTS. SHE SCORES!!” 


SLOW AND STEADY WINS THE RACE 

Then McKee offers tips on how we can 
“score” too. 

During intercourse, shorter thrusts just at 
entrance of vagina will cause more G-spot 
stimulation, for example. 

"Tell him to visualize a bull's eye where 
G-spot is,” she suggests. “The image helps 
him focus away from deep thrusting.” 

A penis that curves up helps. So does a 
curved G-spot toy. 

Penetration from behind is good because 
his penis hits the front wall of your vagina, as 
long as you elevate your bum so he’s point: 
ing down, away from your spine, 

Woman on top is also good because she 
controls his thrusts and he gets extra stimula- 
fion from her bumpy G-spot if she keeps the 
thrusts shallow and slow. 

The three-hour workshop was enlighten- 
ing and fun, but in the end, at least one 
woman wants fo know if the G-spot lives up 
to it’s hype.

“Especially when the porn industry perpet- 
uates the idea that ‘if ee pumps me really 
hard, I'll come,’ which, of course, we don’: 
(and neither do the girls in these film 
because they're often faking it) and end u;
